to  establish  litsclf  611  the  adjacent  hills  and  un-    ■;

cler  .it  f)re8eiiti.il  .1  jiicture  of  uniinposiDg  hills 
covered  with  a  large  irregular  mass  of  buildings. 
"The  an'bitectural  wonders  that  attract  the  trav- 
eler of  tlie  present  day  wcff  then  unconceived. 
The  I'aiitlieon  was  iiidecil  built,  but  the  Coliseum 
w  as  not  conceived  till  later.  In  tho  reign  of  Titus. 
The  strcc;s  of  the  city  were,  for  the  tiiost  part, 
winding  and  narrow,  and  flanked  on  either  side 
by  densely  irowdrd  tenement-houses  of  an  enor- 
mous height.

.  requires  nothiiig  )>ut  luvc  as  an  etbioal.  standard 
lived  up  to  in  human  relations,  Nor  are  we,  I 
think,  to  reconcile  thls'with  Paul's  teachings 
elsewhere ;  and  with  the  emphasis  which  Christ 
pijts  on  a  suprcmy  Iqye  to  God,  hy  s.-)yiiig  with 
Jpbn  that  we  can  not  love  our  fellow-men  unless 
we  love  God.  In  this  chapter  Paul  is  dealing 
only  with  human  relations,  and  with  the  duties 
which  grow  out  of  them.  AH  these  duties  are 
sunimed  up  in  the  one  \vord,  love,  because  the 
end  of  all  duty  as  enforced  hy  law  is  the  protec- 
tion of  the  individiial ;  and  where  love  is  regnant 
the  individual'  is  protected  because  love  worketh 
no  ill  to  his  neighbor.

j  From  love  Paul  passes  naturally  on  to  hope,  for 
I  his  face  Wiia  always  set  toward  the  future.  The 
linie  is  heri;  etiuivalent  t()  the  epoch.  By.it  Paul 
means  the  period  bet*een  the  Resurrectioii  of 
'Christ  and  his  Scr-ond  Coming.  That  Piul  be- 
.  lieved  that  this  epoch  would  be  uf  short  dura- 
tion, and  that,  the  kingdom  Of  (iod  would  Imme- 
diately appear,  as  ceriainly  the  twelve  disciples 
did  (i.uVt.i9;  11),  seems  to  me  very  clear  from  his 
language  here  and  elsewhere  ;  but  it  m'ay  not  un- 
reasonably be  taken  as  an  evidence  of  his  inspira- 
tion, that  with  this  e.xpectation,  and  with  bis 
ardent  temperament,  he  nowhere  falls  into  the 
eri«r  of  asserting  dogmaticatly  the  tiipe  of  the 
Second  Coming  of  Christ,  nor  even  that  the  .in- 
tervening epoch  willbe  a  brief  one.  We  can-see 
clearly  that  this  is  his  opinion,  but  he  does  not; 
assert  it  as  a  part  of  his  dogmatic  teaching.-^To 
awake  out  of  sleeps  Meyer  and  Alford  both 
regard  sleep  here  as  indicating  the  moral  careless' 
ness  and  indiflerencc  which  sccompanies  the 
works  of  darkness.  I  should  rather  think  there 
is  hi  it  a  tacit  reference  to  the  coming  of  the 
bridegroom,  as  pictured  in  Matt..'.S  :  B-l'i,  prior 
to  which  all  the  virgins  are  ■  portrayed  as  sleepr  ■ 
ing.  Paul  conceives  of  the  day  of  the  Lord  as 
close  at  htind,  and  urges  that  as- a  special  reason 
for  being  alert  to  invet  him!  In  Paul's  writing, 
his  exhortations  arc  based  not  uix>n  the  short- 
ness of  the  individual  life,  but  iipon  the  shortness 
of  the  time  whiijh  will  elapse  liefore  the  King 
will  come  in  his  glory.— Nearer  than  when  We 
believed.  That  is,  ./ii-.vf  believed.  Christians  arc 
apt  to  be  widest  awake  immediately  upon  con- 
version, and  then  fall  back  into  a  sluggish  state. 
Paul  makes  the  approaching  nejmess  of  the  day 
of  the  Lord  a  reason  for  continually  increasing 
watchfulness. ^Let  us  therefore  cast  olf  the 
works  of  darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the 
armor  of  light.  We  shall  force  Paul's  language 
if  we  attempt  to  make  of  his  phrase  here  a  con-
